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SHOCKING ACCIDENT ON LUCAN 
‘TRAMWAY. 


A shoéking accident oceurred on the Lucan 
Tramway line on Saturday eve , when 
Nicholas Magennis, aged 60 years, who has been 
employed for the last nine years as & coach- 
man at Maynooth College, was run over by a 
tramcar and killed. The deceased wae cycling 
into Dublin, and had reached a point on tre 
roadway close to the entrance of the Hermitage 
Golf Links. At this part of the road the tram- 
line ie laid on a slightly raised embankment at 
one side of the road. Mr. Magenrw noticed two 
reative horses coming along the road from the 
direction of the city, and in order to avoid them 
ha awerved over to the side of the +mbankmont 
He must in some way have mis-judged the dis- 
tance. ag the front wheel of the bicycle struck 
the embankment, and he was thrown off the 
machine, falling across the rails. A tramar 
from Lucan was coming down the incline, and 
waa only about ten yards’ distant from the un- 
fortunate man when he fell. The driver did all 
he possibly could to avoid the accident, but 
without exceess, the wheels passing over the 
hody of the man, and causing instant death. 
Head Constable Phillips, Lucan, and several 
constables were quickly on the spot, and care- 
fully removed the remains to Mr. "a 
publichouse, Ballydowd, where they remain 
until the inquest. Mr. Rafferty, the Coroner, 
haa been communicated with. The accident 
caused a great shock to the occupants of the 
crowded tramear, most of whom were returning 
from the fate at Lacan.

Prussian Faith. 


The Intelligence Service of the United 
States has put another nail in the coffin 
of German militarism. It seems that, 
since all Germany's foreign communi- 
cations were interrupted by Britain's 
command of the sea, the Swedish 
Government has obliged its formidable 
neighbour by transmitting its official cor- 
respondence secretly through the Swedish 
Legations. The Argentine Republic is the 
only important State in South America 
which has not’ joined the Allies. It has 
received during the present year lavish 
assurances of friendship from Germany, 
and a solemn promise that Argentine 
vessels will not be attacked by German 
submarines. The United States has dis- 
covered—-by what means we do not know, 
but the statement is official, and, there- 
fore, indisputable—how Germany proposed 
to keep this promise. The three letters 
which are published to-day were sent in 
May and July of the present year by the 
German Chargé d’ Affaires at Buenos Ayres 
to the Foreign Office at Berlin: they were 
despatched by the Swedish Legation at 
Buenos Ayres as its own official messages, 


| addressed to the Foreign Office at Stock- 


holm. They prove that, while Germany 
was giving fair words to Argentina, she 
was contemplating the foulest treachery 
against that neutral country. In the first 
letter Count Luxburg, the German Chargé 
d Affaires, informed his Government of the 
movements of two Argentine ships, and | 
asked that they should either be spared 
“or else sunk without a trace being left.” 
In the second letter he called the Argen- 
tine Minister for Foreign Affairs “a 
notorious ass '—Count Luxburg’s manners 
are as elegant as those of his former col- 
league, Captain von Papon—amd recom-

| a diplomatic situation of the 


| gravest kind. It has always been known 
that the sympathies of the Swedish Govern- 
| ment and of the Swedish Court are with 


Germany in the present war. Now, how- 
ever, unless an adequate explanation be 
forthcoming, Sweden stands guilty of acts 
of deliberate hostility to the Allied Powers. 
We must not prejudge the issue, but it is 
very difficult to see how Sweden can 
furnish an adequate explanation. We learn 
to-day from an exceedingly well-informed 
correspondent that England was compelled 
to raise the question of the Swedish trans- 
mission of German correspondence so long 
ago as the beginning of 1915. Then and 
afterwards our Foreign Office received 
assurances from the Swedish Government 
that the unfriendly acts would not be re- 
peated, They have been repeated in cir- 
cumstances. which seem to justify the con- 
clusion that, during the last three years, 
the Swedish Government has acted con- 
sistently as a telegraph office for the 
German Government. When a Swiss 
Minister was convicted some time ago of 
having smuggled a letter to a German 
agent in Russia, the Swiss Government 
was able to show that it had no knowledge 
of the affair. The charge which the 
Swedish Government must meet is that 
the German messages between Stockholm 
and foreign countries have been sent in 
the German code and have been signed, in 
Stockholm, by Swedish Ministers and, in 
foreign capitals, by the heads of Swedish 
Legations. If the Swedish Government 
cannot absolve itself from this charge, the 
consequences must be serious. On the one 
hand, the Allies can hardly fail to put an 
absolute embargo on the import of all 
Allied and neutral exports to Sweden. On 
the other hand, Germany may persuade 
the Swedish Government to become. not 
merely her secret, but her open, ally in 
the war. Sweden has an army of 200,000 
men and a useful fleet. A. glance at the 
map of the Baltic Sea will show how 
gravely her entry into the war as Ger- 
many s ally would complicate the difficul- 
ties of ‘the Russian defence. There is 
always the possibility, of course, of a 
popular uprising in Sweden against an 
alliance with Germany. 
that the sentiment of the Swedish demo- 
cracy is definitely on the side of the 
western Allies. 

A few days must decide whether the 
Swedish Government can find an explana- 
tion that the Allies can accept, or whether 
they will exchange a secret for an open 
enemy. Apart from this international 
development, however, the revelations from 
Washington must affect profoundly the 
whole course of the war and the settle- 
ment of the war. Every neutral country 
that values its independence must see now 
the necessity of identifying itself with the 
Allied cause. A German victory would 
leave every neutral at the mercy of a 
tyranny that has no morals, no code of 
honour, no principle except that murder 
pays, and that it must be done thoroughly. 
For the people of the Allied countries 
these revelations are a final proof of Ger- 
man treachery that should silence the most 
indomitable ‘‘ pacificists.” The Govern- 
ment with which these people ask us to 
make peace is the Government that, when 
it was in “friendly” negotiation with 
Argentina, was receiving from its repré- 
sentative in Buenos Ayres information 
about the sailings of Argentine ships, and 
advice that they shquld be sunk “ without 
a trace being left.” 
at Riga has betrayed once more the true 
temper of German Imperialism... We are 
told now. that Belgram can only be 
restored’ under conditions which would 
make her a permanent vassal to Germany. 
In his exultant message to his troops at 
Riga the Kaiser indicates clearly that Riga 
is to remain German for ever, boasts of 
his “steel-hard will to victory,”

Boeks in War-Time. 


There is, it is stated on the authority 
of publishers, a “ boom” in books. 
Several explanations of the fact suggest 
themselves. One is that “spending- 
money” is now at the disposal of an 
increased number of persons in the King- 
dom; another that people have become 
more stay-at-home since the war, and 
have more leisure for reading; and a 
third that a large majority of new books 
deals with. the absorbing topic of the war. 
We hope that it is true that many 
workers previously had an insatiable de- 
sire for books, and now are able to gratify 
it. Public libraries have been their 
source before, but possession is everything 
for the book-lover. It is cértainly true 
that in many cities and towns there is 
less inducement now to “go out” to seek 
distraction—especially in England, where 
lighting hours, alteration of licensing 
times, and other restrictions impose the 
home habit. The craving for books on the 
war is explained partly by the very honour- 
able desire to be better informed on foreign 
or war matters than one's fellows. There 
are many people in these days who can 
“tell you all about it.” Those who seize 
upon books as a distraction are a large 
multitude. The slow progress of the war 
must be followed: from day to day in 
newspapers, but when this has been done, 


and the daily discussion is ended, men | 


turn for forgetfulness to romance. They 
turn to it with a certain weariness of 
mind in which the appetite for distraction 
is easily satisfied. That, no doubt, is the 
explanation of the extraordinarily poor 
quality of the mass of novels which pour 
from the publishers’ presses. The public 
capacity for surprise is exhausted; the 
critical faculty is at a low ebb, A man 
surfeited with war news will read a novel 
with a hackneyed plot, handled in a 
slovenly style, with unaccustomed toler- 
ance; and the supply is on a level of 
quality with the public demand. Cer- 
tainly it was never more difficult for a 
novel readér who preserves a discriminat- 
ing and exacting taste to light on some- 
thing worth his while among the mass of 
miscellaneous mediocrity which the pur- 
veyors of fiction offer.

Control in Ireland. 


Smokers will be. interésted in. the 
announcement that machinery is being 
established for maintaining the supply, 
and limiting the price, of matches. It is 
evidently smokers that the Government 
has chiefly in mind, for the distribution 
and sale are to be controlled by the 
Tobacco Control Board, which will in 
future be known as the Tobacco and 
Matches Control Board. ©The Board is 
obtaining full particalars of manufactur- 
ing costs, and, after these have been con- 
sidered, an Order will be issued fixing 
mazimum prices to manufacturers, whole-- 
sale and retail dealers, and consumers. 
It is proposed to pool the manufacturers’ 
output for the period of the war, and the 
total quantity available, after the naval 
and military requirements have been met, 
will be apportioned to every district on 
the basis of the present population. The 
Control Board believés that available sup- 
plies willy be sufficient, when the scheme 
of distribution is in operation, to obviate 
any hardship to the public. The con- 
tinuing extension of Government control 
to commodities other than food suggests 
the possible necessity of some addition to 
the Irish machinery. The creation of an 
Irish Food Control. Committee is a recog- 
nition of difference in Irish conditions ; 
but, while a similar difference exists ‘in 
the case of commodities other than food, 
it is not recognised in the case of these 
commodities. It may, perhaps, be found 
advisable to invest the Irish Food Control 
Committee with general supervision in 
connection. with all commodities taken 
under Government control. As matters

The. danger of Sweden’s joining the 
Central Powers is one that will have to 
be seriously considered. Until the United 
States entered the war Sweden was more 
valuable to Germany as a neutral than she 
would have been as an ally. Immense 

uantities of goods were imported into 
Cetshntis through Sweden. That assist- 
ance is now a thing of the past, and Ger- 
many will be glad, and will make every 
effort, to get Sweden into the war on her 
side. If Germany means to make a great 
attack on Russia, the advantages of an 
alliance with Sweden are obvious. 
Sweden's Navy and Army and Sweden's 
harbours would be able to render invalu- 
able assistance, if controlled by the Cen- 
tral Powers. 

It is no secret that, from the beginning 
of the war, there has been a strong party 
in Sweden, including members of the 
Court circle and of the military authori- 
ties, desirous of an alliance with the 
Central Powers. The mass of the people, 
it is said, are inclined in the opposite 
direction. The Queen of Sweden, who on 
several occasions has shown marked.sym- 
pathy with Germany, is a German and a 
cousin of the Kaiser. She. has frequently 
been in Germany since the war began, and 
on. one occasion was at Karlsruhe when 
it was attacked by British airmen. 

The Observer, commenting to-day upon 
the Swedish revelations, says that “such 
illicit and unneutral traffic was detected 
in Stockholm by the British Government 
at an early stage of the war, and Sweden's 
Ministers more than two years ago gave 
a formal undertaking to mend their ways. 
That promise, it is now clear, has not 
been kept. A final judgment cannot be 
passed on the affair without a close study 
of the official documents, which include 
the text of the in. ruminating telegrams 
themselves.

The -assistant teachers were 
complaining bitterly, and they had grave 
cause, unless they were allowed to pass without 
undue restrictions or special conditions into 
second, and even to first grade. (Hear, hear.) 
There was also the question of bonus and capi- 
tation, which now formed part of their consoli- 
dated salaries, which, if deducted from 
the increase they had received, would cer- 
tainly make their share of the new m addi- 
tion very small indeed. (Hear, hear.) If they 
were assured that no obstacle would be placed 
in their way to the higher grades much of their 
Muse discontent ought to disappear.
